SAMPSON TELLS OF THE BARBAR- 


ITY OF THE SPANIARDS, 


Off Guantanamo, June 14—Special-^The American flag 


was raised over Camp McCalla Sunday afternoon after the 
hottest day's work the American soldiers or sailors have had 
since the civil war. 
Shells and bullets whistled all about the 


camp during the entire day. 
It was thought advisable to 


move the camps, but the marines refused tn go, and after the 
flag was raised said they were prepared to stay forever. 


Firing continued all Sunday night. 
The camp was at- 


tacked by an overwhelming force in the brush, but the ma- 
rines aided by the rapid firing guns of the Marblehead and 
Texas riddled the bushes along the coast, while the big guns 
of the warships ripped the undergrowth and trees into shreds, 
sending the Spaniards flying to places of safety. 


Washington, June 14—Special—The fight at Guantana- 


mo has demonstiated the fighting qualities of the American 
maiinr-s in a gratifying manner. Though greatly outnumber- 
ed bj the Spaniards they won a victory of the first import- 
ance, gaining a foothold in Cuba that will serve both^ the 
army and navy as a base of supplies. 
Officials here, from 


the president down, are enthusiastic over the bravery of 
Lieut. Huntington and his men. 
If this engagement is an 


indication of what is to come the Spaniards will be whipped 
in short order.

London, June 14—Special—It is the belief here that the

Now that the 


mistake is apparent the government is seeking a way out of 
the pickle in which it has placed itself. 
Intervention is hoped 


for but not expected, owing to the hostile attitude of Grc-at 
Britain 
Surrender ai d the acceptance of the best terms that 


can be had is now regarded as the only thing left.

Commanders of troops will simply be warned to keep th ir 
mouths closed relative to movements of which they may be 
cognizant, but to give full details of past occurrences so that 
he public may not be misled by false reports.
